Novo Georglevek, mightiest foriress of
the Czar, has fallen. The capture by
(Germun troops of the great stronghold
at the junction of the Vistula and Narew
Rivers was officially announced here to-
day, '

Zix Russlan generals and 8,000 men
were captured by Generul von Bescler'a

troops when the fortress surrendered.
More than 700 guns were alao taken.

The reduation of Nowo Georglevak s
andther vietory for the famous 42-ceni-
moter gung of the Germans,
tion of Rusela’'s mighticst fortress within
Jess thanh two wedlkks shows that ne fort
known te modern military engineering
can stand before these gianta of wars
fare,

The attocks against the fortress began
about the same time that Warsaw fell
On August 7 the German War Office an-
nounced that the slege forts of Hilegre,
at Novo Georglevek, has been taken ©On
the following day It was wanounced *'at
the fortreas had been out off on the » »t-
ern side, between the Vistuin and Narow
Rivers. The Fort Benjamanow, defend
ing Novo Georklevak on the northeastern
side, wos emashed to bits benoath the
pounding of the German howitzers.

TWHELVE DAYS'YBIEGE.

Novo Georglevek fell after o siege of
12 days, during which the mighty Ger-
man guns poured a rain of shells upon
ita fortineations. The outlying forts wera
taken one by one, while the Germpn
circle drew closer daily to the main forti-
fleations.

The German general staff accompanied
Emperor Willlam to Novo Georglevak to
watch the closing act of the milltary
drama enacted there

With the capture of Novo Georglevak
the Germuans hinve taken the last of the
Vistula fortresses and removed & danger
that existed as long as that stronghold
was held by the Rusdinns, The pursult
of the retredting Russign armles can be
continued without any possibility of a
sudden sortle.

KAIBER ON BCENE.

Nove Georglevek was captured under
the eves of Emperor William himself, he
having arrived there while the German
troops were making their attacks,

Nova Georglevak was defended by
redoubis and several big forts and inter-
mediate works, all mounting 10, 11 and
124nch gune.
